A “Mary Jane”’ 


Reminder 


The New York Public 
Interest Research Group, 
Inc. (NYPIRG) released 
today a leaflet explaining the 
Marijuana Reform Act of 
1977. ‘‘Some _ students 
mistakenly believe that the 
new law legalizes marijuana 
or removes all criminal 
penalties. This booklet is 
designed to correct such 
misconceptions and explain 
the new law’s provisions,” 
Donald Ross, director of 
NYPIRG said. 

The new marijuana act 
became law this summer 
after a tough legislative 
battle. NYPIRG lobbyists 
and organizers had worked 
hard for two sessions to win 
passage. 

The new law removes 
criminal penalties for 
possession of up to 25 grams 
(about seven-eighths of an 
ounce). Possession of up to 
two ounces is a Class B 
Misdemeanor punishable by 
up to three months in jail or 
a $500.00 fine. The law 
retains stiff penalties for all 
sales and for possession of 
large quantities of 
marijuana. 

“Even possesion of a 
single cigarette may result 
in a $100.00 fine for the first

offense and a $250.00 fine and 
15 days in jail for the second 
offense,’ Ross warned, “so 
students should exercise 
discretion.’’ A sale of more 
than seven-eighths of an 
ounce remains a felony 
punishable by years in jail. 

“The new law is by no 
means perfect, but it is a 
step in the right direction 
that will protect many 
students from receiving 
criminal records,’’ the 
NYPIRG director explained. 
“NYPIRG, NORML, and 
other reform groups un 
doubtedly will continue to 
work to expand the law’s 
exemptions.”

The United Student 
Government is the student’s 
voice. It is there to aid the 
students in communication 
with the administration. 

Student’s elected to the 
USG are working constantly 
to better activities offered to 
the student body, to establish 


rappor with college ad- | 


ministrators, and to see that 
all clubs and events run 
smoothly. 

In talking with many of the 
student representatives it 
was found that most wanted 
in- 
volvement in USG. 

As USG President Jim 
Stark revealed “I want to get 
an open line of com- 
munication between the 
students and the President of 
the College. We need to see 
more students getting in- 
volved in on-campus ac- 
tivities. As president of USG, 
I have set up several goals 
which I hope to accomplish 
this year. One, I want to get 
a better budget done before 
the spring semester ends 
and not leave it to summer 
committees or until next 
year. Two, I want to have an 
acceptable constitution 
presented to the trustees by 
the end of 1977. We are 
already preparing to issue 
part-time students I.D. 
cards. This will enable them 
to participate in college 
activities with a minimal fee 
involved. We also hope to 
work with the Evening 
Student Association and 
their programming. I think 
it is important that we save 
the Kinder Kare Center at 
BCC in order to allow 
parents with children to 
better themselves with an 
education. I am interested in 
the community’s view of 


BCC and I fee] that if we can 
change the community’s 
opinion of BCC our 
enrollment will go up con- 
siderably. At USG we have 
an open door policy. Our 
meetings are open not only 
to students, but to the faculty 
and the community as well. I 
strongly believe that student 
apathy is starting to break 
down. At BCC this year we 
have a great soccer team 
and our cross country team 
is also doing very well. We 
need to generate more 
college spirit. There’s a lot of 
work to be done and we need 
the students to help USG 
make the decisions and we 
encourage them to work with 
us so that we can work for 
them.”’ 

Colleen Murphy, Vice 
President of USG pointed out 
that ‘‘... more students can

Club Council Chairman, 
Gordon Brown wants it 
known that “BCC is the 
student’s campus and club 
council is set up to govern 
the voluntary student ac- 
tivities. We need the

In buying a stereo, it would 
be wise to go to a store such 
as Lafayette, Audio Ser- 
vices, or Radio Shack and 
really compare values. You 
might get a good deal at a 
discount store, but you might 
get a Lemon, too. Another 
source is from someone you 
know who is ‘“‘moving up”’ in 
stereo and wants to buy a 
more poshier job. Fine but 
you better now his set before 
you buy it. And by all means, 
even before you think of 
buying stereos, get 
something from the library 
that gives you a thorough 
background. Stereos, after 
all, like cars, cost too much 
bread, even in the ‘“‘cheap”’ 


versions for one to take 
chances. 
What do you want to do 
with stereo? Play- records? A 
stereo phonograph with the 
usual 2 speakers, and maybe 
radio will do nicely. This cuts 
the price to begin with. 8 
track tapes and records? 
Radio Shack has an outfit 
without a radio, since you 
might already have a good 
table radio already. Do you 
record either 8 tracks or 
cassettes a lot? A compact 
with radio, phone, 8 track 
and-or cassette is the thing. 
And, some people prefer the 
“modular” concept of add 
ons. For now, record player 
and tuner-amplifier and 
speakers. To this basic, one 
can add reel to reel or 
cassette deck with Dolby, 


etc. as his interest and wallet 
grow. The basic unit should 
be good to start with, so that 
this adding on is really 
practical. Again, shop 
around. ‘3 

Reel to reel, cassette, and 
8 track tapes have individual 
advantages and disad- 
vantages. 8 track cartridges 
are probably the easiest to 
handle, while the cassette 
tape is a portable wonder 
(you can play monophonic 
recordings on stereo) while 
the open reel format is said 
to offer the best quality for 
the perfectionist. The sound 
quality of cassette tape 
recordings both commercial 
and home made has im- 
proved remarkably the last 
few years and continues to 
do so. 8 track sound has

There are good quality 
tapes for recording and there 
are junk. There are good 
inexpensive tapes suitable 
for things like taping lec- 
tures, spoken word records, 
A.M. Radio broadcasts, and 
old time phonograph 
records, especially in the 
cassette format. The 
“premium tapes’. are for 
really high quality music 
recording, classical, ‘‘live 
performances’’, and such 
systems as the Dolby find 
use in cassettes, 8 tracks, 
and radio and even open reel 
recording. It also is used 
with the FM tuner. It is 
usually wise to buy standard 
brands. Certron is a good 
spoken word low cost tape, 
as is K Mart, Realistic 
Concertape, and In- 
termagnetics in the cassette 
field. Maxell, Memorex, 
TDK, and I think Scotch are 


among the premium brands. 
Realistic (Radio Shack) and 
several companies put out 
both kinds of tape as well as 
the Dolby and CR02 types. 
Most brands are _ also 
available in all three for- 
mats, open reel, 8 track, and 
cassette. Sony has 
something that uses a larger 
cassette using the tape used 
in good quality open reel 
tapes, but this is top shelf 
and this equipment just 
appeared this year. 

The record player, 
whether single __ play, 
changer, or the new 
automatic single play should 
accept all speeds readily. 
Most do, but it would be silly 
to be caught with a two speed 
model that plays only 33 1-3 
and 45 rpm when you have a 
slew of old 78rpm discs 
you’re dying to play. The 
value of home taping units 
includes the ability to tape 
such old records among

works fine, but with suitable 
patchcords from and to the

Beside, you may go right on 
talking while  you’re 
recording a tune as room 
sounds don’t get on the tape. 
Patchcords must be mat- 
ched to the recorder and 
stereo because of input 
plugs on both stereo and 
recorder. The _ built-in 
recorder of the compact — 
eliminates this, but you pay 
more for the stereo. The add- 
on gives just just as good 
quality, too, and can be 
purchased later. —But 
remember if it won’t record 
through patchcord for 
various reasons, it will on 
open mike as a last resort.

Iam a student at Broome 
Community College and I 
am writing to you regarding

the day was to see Father 
Fred strolling about the 
campus with a smile on his 
face spreading happiness 
wherever he went. 

I not only feel I am being 
cheated but I also feel 
Father Fred is being 
cheated. L know how he loved 
the “kids” and being on 
campus, and I feel he is 
being denied something he 
really enjoys. 

Having religious services 
on campus was leading the 
students in the right 
direction and an opportunity 
to practice their faith on a 
more regular basis. But 
there always has to be 
someone to come along and 


Apathy dominates interest. Age which evolved 
active, concerned participation has surrendered to 
the passive, disinterested ‘‘What-can-I-do’’ syn- 
drome, It has infected BCC, and students complain 
just to complain. Change does not result from 
bellyaching alone. 

Student problems demand student consideration, 
student participation, student resolution. There are 
those who are wholly apathetic to the issue, and 
change is slow, or it does not come at all. Those with 
legitimate complaints just bellyache, and do not 
involve themselves in resolving them. :They are 
responsible due to the lack of concern and no feed- 
back to the proper channels. Change is casually 
dependent upon a catalyst of student realization of 
problems, student concern and student participation 
in the means of remedying the problem. 

Solutions are chain-reactions initiated by a 
catalyst, a substance toincrease the rate of reaction. 
The reaction of change is similar. The reaction is 
dependent on whether or not the catalyst, student- 
coordinated involvement, is added to the proper 
ingredients. The change-reaction relies on student 
participation-catalyst to initiate the process. The 
change-reaction dies or slows, as any chemical 

reaction will, if the catalyst is not there or removed. 
No product results. The active change-reaction 
begins to slow as the catalyst-the involvement of 
informed, concerned, and participating students is 
decreased or removed. No product results because 
the reaction did not complete itself. 

Changes can not result if only griping is done. If 
something concerns you, and you are interested in 
seeing it resolved, become involved! Griping to 
yourself results in nothing; nothing is resolved. 
Become involved in the organization that has the 
formula for change. All too often students who have 
legitimate problems complain to the wrong people. 
Wake up, students. Problems are problems because 

- no one is concerned enough to resolve them; they 

show no involvement while complaining. Without 
your concern, without your involvement, which is 
outweighed by APATHY, change will not result. 

USG, the United Student Government, is the official 
representative body of BCC students, and it functions 
to coordinate, distribute, and supervise student 
activity funds. It recommends your ideas, and policy 
to the College Administrators through the Collegiate 
Assembly. It manages the Book Store and vending 
machines. So students, USG has the formula of direct 
change, but it is casually dependent upon the 
catalyst of involved, active student input. Become 
involved and air your dissatisfaction properly 
through USG. It is a one-way reaction which 
responds reciprocally, so do not complain about the 
end product.unless you have added the elements in 
the proper order. Without a catalyst, the reaction 
ceases, and no product results.

Many parts of our society 
strongly disapprove of living 
together. President Carter 
advised employees of his 
Administration ‘‘to cut it out 
and get marreid.’’ Ministers 
and laymen ‘believe that 
cohabitation is a sin, an act 
against God. Parents, 
generally, _even those 
seeming liberals, would 
prefer that ‘their son or 
daughter get married rather 


cohabitation.) 

Of course, not every state 
relentelessly enforces their 
cohabitation statues - 
(whew!) We don’t have a cop 
in every bedroom - yet; but 
couples should be aware of 
possible —_ person-to-person 
legal hassles that if ignored, 
could bring personal pain 


and financial disaster. - 


For example, if you and 
your friend are leasing an 
apartment, but only your 
name appears on the lease, 
you may be the only one 
legally responsible for 
paying the lease - regardless 


of any friendly verbal 
agreements. (That gets 
expensive! ) 


Or, if your friend charges 
his or her stereo to your joint 
charge account, and he or 
she splits (with the stereo), 
you as co-signer may be 
legally responsible for 
paying for that musical 
monster. (Ouch!) 

Or, you and your. friend 
decide to end the once 
beautiful relationship. Who 
gets the car if you two pooled 


“who charges what to whose 
charge accounts’, ‘‘who 
owns what", and ‘‘whose 
baby is it’? are issues that 
should be settled soon (at the 
beginning of a living 
together arrangement if 
possible). Once you two have 
agreed on these items, a 
written declaration or 
agreement - signed by both 
people. - is needed. These 
agreements are not 
munition to give to your 
lawyer at the time of 
separation, but rather a way 
to prevent the problems that 
may oecur.
